Lead Poisoning Prevention Program
(INTRO. 10-59, 2016)

WHEREAS, Erie County has the highest rate of childhood lead poisoning in the nation with
fourteen percent of our children having elevated levels of lead detected in blood samples; and

WHEREAS, the long term health consequences of lead poisoning are well documented and
impact not only the affected child and their family but the community as a whole; and

WHEREAS, the Erie County Legislature is committed to improving the efficacy of Erie
County's lead poisoning prevention program; and

WHEREAS, of the 85,000 homes that require lead inspection, 2,000-2500 homes are
inspected each year, which would take over to forty years to address at the current rate; and

WHEREAS, of the homes inspected, it is estimated that health inspectors only gain interior
access twenty-five percent of the time, leaving approximately seventy-five percent of inspections
limited to exterior analysis, which may provide incorrect information regarding the presence of lead
in homes across Erie County; and
